Hollywood almost every day is giving s.f. a bad 
name. There used to be a science fiction radio 
program, X Minus One, that, I believe, no longer 
exists. Why? No one except the few-who-knew 
listened. In Canada and Great Britain there are 
good s.f. radio and TV programs but they could 
never survive here. My hope for FM is that the 
younger children who read it will grow up, and 
when they do, those who know the difference 
between science fiction and horror will be able 
to force Hollywood to put out better movies. 
Then people will realize that sci-fi is not a big 
pile of goop monsters. If FM can get younger 
children interested in science fiction then I am 
for it 100 per cent. It has been my observation 
that movies seldom have the same title as the 
story from which they are taken. Would it be 
possible to publish a list of the better films to- 
gether with the name of the story from which 
it was taken, the author, publisher and whether 
or not the book is still in print? (Yes, definitely. 
Perhaps next issue.) Did Bram Stoker ever write 
a book called '‘Dracula's Guest"? If so, why no 
movie? Was it only published abroad? Who did 
publish ft and when? (DRACULA’S GUEST was 
published in London in 1914. It is a collector’s 
Item that has been out of print for years & 
years. Its 200 pages feature the unpublished 
episode from DRACULA plus such other weird 
tales by Bram Stoker as “The Burial of the 
Rats", ‘‘A Gipsy Prophecy", "The Coming of Abel 
Behenna" and "A Dream of Red Hands”. I have 
exactly one extra copy of it in my possession 
at the presentime and will sell it to the highest 
bidder 3 weeks after the publication of this 
issue.

Tuesday said she could have got a crush 
on Michael if he’d only been a robot; “why 
couldn’t he have been McOil Rennie?” she 
sighed. Be that as it may, it was a great 
day for robotdom when the earth stood still.

The giant robot in COLOSSUS OF NEW 
YORK was quite a guy with his weird 
voice-box and eyes that flashed on and off 
when he talked.

“Diabolicus” (that’s just a name I made 
up) was the metal servant of the DEVIL

heart of a ham 

A real pig’s heart was actually used by 
Bob for one of his many thrill stunts when 
he played the weekly monster on KENS/ 
TV’s Shock Theater in San Antonio, Texas. 
It was in conjunction with the telecasting 
of THE MAD GHOUL, starring the late 
Geo. Zucco as a heart-stealer, that Bob in- 
stalled the pig’s pumper in a small aquari- 
um. So cleverly was it rigged with a tube 
that the heart gave the appearance of beat- 
ing while it floated up & down like a living 
captive in the tank of water. 

Don O’Ham’s Brain, taken from another 
pig Bob made famous, was used in connec- 
tion with the live interludes of THE 
BLACK SLEEP. As Bob sat in Joe Alston’s 
eerie chair that nite. Host Alston carved 
with a scalpel on what gave every evidence 
of being Bob’s bare brain! In reality it was 
the think-box of a poor ex-porker. “But no 
need to feel sorry for him,” explained Bob. 
“He was a perfect swine, who’d been caught 
robbing his own mother’s piggy bank.” 


fiend filmer 

Bob has not only made himself up as 
many tele-monsters, he has produced a 
home-made horror movie called — THE 
MONSTER. “It is essentially the Franken- 
stein plot,” describes Bob. “I play Dr. 
Stonecraft Shelley, a mad doctor who elec- 
trically creates life, vitalizing a corpse 
(played by Lionel Comport) who then 
throttles my assistant, smashes my lab and 
in general reacts in a very hostile fashion 
toward me, his loving creator. In the end 
he blows himself — and me — up. After that 
shattering experience it took me a long time 
to pull myself together; in fact, it was sev- 
eral years before I was able to manage more 
than a bit part.”

Bob is happily married to a comely lass 
named Kathy, but Kathy calmly admits 
that the firstime her husband-to-be invited 
her to his home was almost the lastime. “A 
bloody eyeball 7 feet tall and 7 feet wide 
stared at me when I entered the living- 
room!” she recalled with a shudder. “A pos- 
ter from IT CAME FROM OUTER 
SPACE,” Bob explained. I didn’t under- 
stand what had upset Mrs. Bums, and told 
her so. “Well, that big red eye on the wall!” 
wailed Kathy. Forgetting she was talking 
to the editor of FAMOUS MONSTERS, 
she insisted: “Did you ever know anybody 
who papered their wall like that?”

Paul Blaisdell the job of building THE

duced Burns to him. During his interview, 
Bob said: “Blaisdell taught me all the basics 
of how to be beastly.” 

Like Jackie (Mrs.) Blaisdell, who helped 
her husband with many of his creations, 
Bob credits his little woman (10 feet tall in 
her stalking feet) with being the costume 
designer in his gallery of horrors. “Kathy 
builds the . . . undergarments, I guess you’d 
call them — the foundations of the monster 
suits.” When he called Kathy’s mummy 
wrappings “her most rotten job”. Bob was 
really praising the realism of his wife’s hor- 
rendous handiwork. 

Somehow our conversation drifted around 
to snake eyes — oh, yes, it was because I’d 
mentioned I’d noticed a funny mistake in 
the movie section of the morning newspa- 
per, where they’d announced that THE 
SMOKE WOMAN was playing at a local 
theater when they obviously meant THE 
SNAKE WOMAN— and Bob volunteered 
the interesting information, knowing one of 
the people connected with the picture, that 
originally it was to have been titled The 
Creeping Horror,

Host Alston was about to toast 
the audience and usher in the New Year 
when he noticed something lacking from 
the drinks.

“Igor, stop 
bouncing those eyeballs on the floor and 
let’s have some real highballs!” 

At which command Igor plunked the op- 
tics into the drinks, thereby creating an 
eye-see drink known as the Detective Cock- 
tail.

Simple, Dear Watson: because each one 
was topped with a private eye — ! 

(Confidentially, it winks.)

kept cutting back every once in awhile to 
the interior of a studio set where the walls 
were shaking and the lights flickering and 
plaster falling and the chandelier swaying 
like the Phantom of the Opera was swing- 
ing on it. . . ! Greatest show since the San 
Francisco Earthquake!”

Some years ago those 2 old cronies of 
the macabre, Karloff & Lugosi, co-starred 
in a horror classic, Robert Louis Steven- 
son’s “The Body Snatchers”. This story 
was first featured as a serial in Collier’s; 
pocketbook publication by Dell soon fol- 
lowed; and motion picture production was 
rushed. 

I caught the sneak preview of THE 
BODY SNATCHERS at a Southern Cali- 
fornia theater notorious for its sophisti- 
cated, cynical preview crowd, drawn large- 
ly from collegians at the nearby University 
of California. They laughed, alright; and 
afterward perplexed producer Walter Wan- 
ger asked me in the lobby, “Why did they 
laugh?”

After checking with old- 
age authorities, Dr. Acula 
and Bob Burns, we have 
discovered that Lon Chaney 
Jr. was born in 1905 which 
makes him 56.

8 years, Don has produced 
over 22 of his own amateur 
fright films. When he was 
still in grammar school, he 
decided that one day he was 
going to make a home movie 
about his pet creatures, the 
dinosaurs. However, it was 
not until he saw Ray Brad- 
bury’s THE BEAST FROM 
20,000 FATHOMS that he 
actually started to work on 
his idea. 

Don’s first film. DIPLO 
DOCUS AT LARGE, was so 
terrible, he says, that he 
doesn’t even like to think 
about it. But he did learn a 
few movie techniques while 
shooting the film and used 
them in his second venture, 
THE EARTH BEFORE MAN. 
In this film, the gigantic 
lizards were made to move 
by pulling them along on 
“invisible” thread, 

Don then set up a mad lab 
in the basement of his home 
to film FRANKENSTEIN 
MEETS DRACULA. Two of 
the weird devices he had in 
his lab were a painted rec- 
ord turntable complete with 
flashing lights and a huge 
radium tube, As he did not 
yet know how to make his 
own monster masks, he pur- 
chased some readymade 
ones from a local magic 
shop. 

In RETURN OF THE 
WOLFMAN, Don revived his 
Frankenstein monster and 
Count Dracula and had 


them chasing the hairy hor- 
ror all over the country. 
Next came THE REVENGE 
OF DRACULA, with Don 
himself starring as the 
vicious vampire. Instead of 
having Dracula change into 
a bat, Don thot that he 
could achieve a better effect 
by having him turn into a 
“ghostly mist.” 

THE FRANKENSTEIN 
STORY shows the creation 
of the famed monster, and 
a year later he followed it 
up with a sequel — RETURN

Ever-alert Donald Glut 
soon recognized the bucks- 
office potential of teenage 
horror films and proceeded 
to crank out TEENAGE 
FRANKENSTEIN.

He also made 
use of a model of the Visible 
Man to make the Unseen 
Teenager reappear at the 
end of the film.
